Common Occurrence 
Accidents m ay occur a t any time 
and. since the breaking of a bone 
Ls 
a 
comm on 
occurrence, 
it 
is 
best for everyone to 
be 
fam iliar 
with the em ergency treatm ent. It 
Ls not alw ays possible 
to 
imm e­ 
diately to obtain expert medical a t­ 
tention. T his is 
too 
bad because 
often the first treatm ent given de­ 
term ines w hether the injury 
will 
result in some perm anent defect. 
The first thought should be to 
make the injured person as com ­ 
fortable as possible. B ut inexper­ 
ienced lifting or moving or an in­ 
jured person w ith a broken leg or 
arm, m ay prove disastrous. Bear 
m mind th a t moving a person with 
a broken bone may cause added 
injury. The broken bones may be 
forced through the skin. T his re ­ 
sults in w hat is called a "com ­ 
pound” fracture, with the danger oi 
serious infection and m enace to 
life. 
A 
person 
w ith 
broken 
bones 
should never 
be 
moved 
until 
a 
splint is applied to the damaged 
part. The splint need not be su rg i­ 
cally perfect It will accomplish its 
purpose if the injured limb is made 
secure, protected from pressure ana 
sudden m ovem ents. A splint can be 
made from wreckage, a small limb 
of a tree a piece of 
fLsh 
pole, 
a 
cane, or a folded and tightly rolled 
newspaper.
